MOTORING NOTES 


ARMTH without weight is the slo- 
gan this fall and winter of the 
man who designs the motor tog- 

gery, and this announcement marks a 
radical departure in clothing architec- 
ture, getting away from an old time 
and old fogey idea on the part of many 
that the more clothes one puts on the 
warmer he is. The science of manufac 
turing clothing for the discriminating 
clientele such as is found in the motor- 
ing world has been so highly developed 
that the present fall has brought into 
the market a stock of goods which is 
designed after hygienie principles and 
which takes from the shoulders of the 
motorists, figuratively speaking, tons 
and tons of superfluous weight, all of 
which tends to make more enjoyable 
the getting out into the open air in a 
motor car, whether or not one intends 
touring into the country or driving to 
the theatre. 

Your Englishman, they have always 
contended, knows how to dress for com 
fort when he is participating in any 
branch of sport. His style may have 
been criticised, his loose-fitting r- 
ments may have been laughed at, But 
down at the very bottom of things 
one always has a sneaking admiration 
for the way John Bull wears his clothes 
and for the apparent comfort he gets 
out of so doing.

extra, To-day the buyer gets a fairly 
complete ear from a great many of the 
manufacturers, It used to that a 
$1,500 car looked pretty cheap, but be 
fore the buyer was really ready to tour 
with it the price had soared to over the 
$2,000 mark. It does not take long to 
creep the price up by fitting an expen 
sive magneto, an expensive top, a cost 
ly speedometer and a half-dozen other 
things, It often was these extras that 
took the heart out of the new buyer, the 
buyer who had gone practically the 
limit in the car as listed and had not 
counted on such a list of extras that be 
found to be absolutely necessary. 

This season it was argued that many 
concerns had to add the extra equip 
ment in order to sell the cars. In many 
eases there was some truth in this. It 
did prove that many, although the ex 
tra equipment was not listed, had to 
throw it in in order to make a sale, It 
is better policy to sell the complete car 
than use some of these extras as baits 
to turn a sale, In other more settled 
lines of business when a machine is pur 
chased the complete equipment goes 
with it. A motor car is intended to 
be used at night as well as by day; 
then why should it not be sold with the 
required lamp equipment as well as 
generator or gas tank? Now that elec 
tricity is coming into vogue, it is to be 
expected that an extra charge will be 
made for generators where fitted to fur 
nish current for the electric lights, but 
in a year or so this will change and the 
generator, or whatever form of current 
producer is used, will be fitted and sup 
plied as a regular part of the car the 
same as the generator or gas tank 
to-day, 

Although the full running equipment 
started with the medium priced ear, it 
today has reached the highest-priced 
makers, For next year there will be 
concerns fitting tops as standard at. list 
price which heretofore, only supplied 
them as extras, The same is true with 
windshields and shoek absorbers. There 
is, in addition to the money considera 
tion, another phase of the ready-to-run 
ear; It is very inconvenient for the 
buyer to wait for the delivery of his 
ear and then spend another week wait- 
ing to get it equipped, First it takes 3 
or 4 days to have the top made and at 
tached; another half day is needed to 
attach the speedometer; about the same 
length of time is needed for the bag 
gage rack; and before the ear is in sen 
sible running order the buyer has wast 
ed an entire week and perhaps spent as 
much time in selecting each needed ac 
eessory as was bestowed on purchasing

The tire men say that the eur 
rent level is still too high and ne par 
chase of great importance will be made 
until the orders can be exeented at 
about $1.20 a pound. 

Even under the improved conditions 
that have obtained so far this fall the 
cost of tires has proved a big obstacl 
to motoring, and the general redwetios 
will be probably gratifying to tie 
motoring public. The understanding of 
the tire men and the makers is stih iw 
ignorance and the manufacture of tires 
has been conducted conservatively, Ont 
side supplies of raw rubber have bees 
called upon rather more extensively 
than ever before and in the exaet mea 
sure that the demand has been releasod 
from the central rubber market, prices 
have sagged off.

In children the most beauti 
ful features are the eyes, the mouth, the hair, and the com 
plexion. j 

Now, the eye searcely grows at all. An infant’s (ye is 
almost as large as an adult’s. And so, as the face increases in 
size, this feature becomes less noticeable. 

Moreover, the brillianey of the eye, which gives animation 
is gradually lost. This depends partly on prominence, partly 
on a covering of moisture, and the pains and owrries of life, 
both dry the eye and depress it within its socket. 

A thousand things combine to destroy the beauty of the 
thin, soft, delicate skin of a child. Winds and dust roughen 
it, caustic soap dries and cracks it; skin diseases, though they 
pass, leave their mark, and worst of all is the indigestion and 
disordered livers which are produced by improper feeding, 
tight corsets, sedentary life, and worry. 

The hair, which, if hanging loose, covers large ears and 
softens the harsh outlines of the face, we cut off or tie up, 
deliberately throwing away this aid to good looks.

But when the necessity for eating solid food arises the 
jaws grow rapidly and powerful muscles to operate them are 
developed. 

Those who recommend us to eat wholemeal bread and 
other foods requiring much mastication are quite indifferent 


to our beauty, for nothing spoils it more than large awbone 
and prominent jaw muscles, : 

Wrinkles of all sorts increase the degradation of beauty. 
A healthy child has no wrinkles. Observe how a grown per 
son’s forehead wrinkles up when he is giving attention or 
thinking hard. A child’s forehead remains quite smooth in 
the same circumstances, 

Wrinkles round the eyes come from fat, and in 
other parts of the face from the expression of emotions, which 
is always accompanied by muscle movements 

Really, when we come to think how numerous are the 
enemies of beauty—fear, sorrow, worry, disease, dust, wind, 
and all the unfavorable influences of work—it is not, afte 
all, surprising that so little of our childish beauty remains in 
later life.

with chopping off the heads of their 
King and Queen, the revolutionists guil- 
lotined all the nobles they were able 
to catch, and most of the priests. 

Still, even nowadays, a change in the 
form of government from a monarchy to 
a republic, especially when it is effected 
by force of arms, as was the case in 
Portugal the other day, means a very 
great deal to a very large number of 
more or less important people. 

The nobles, for instance, cease to be 
nobles any longer, for a republic recog 
nizes no hereditary orders of nobility, 


nor even non-hereditary lesser orders, 
such as knighthood, the reason being 


that in a republic all men are suppos 
ed to be not only free, but equal. 

Of course, this does not mean that the 
nobles may not eall themselves by their 
titles if they elect to do so, but only 
that their right to them is not officially 
recognized by the State. The old French 
nobility still exist as dukes, marquesses, 
and so on, but officially they are only 
known by their ordinary family names.

Had the white men stayed at 
home in Europe and developed things 
there in their own country, America 
might have been explored in a few 
years. from now by airship, and the 
short-sighted heroisms of the pioneers, 
those blundering sacrifices, those blind 
struggles with the wilderness, those 
eostly mistakes—would never have 
needed to happen. As it was, however, 
the white man landed in a wooded coun- 
try and conceived it his duty to clear 
the forests. He knew nothing of the 
continental plan, 


The prairies were far away. The air- 
ship era was not due for four hundred 
years. Even railways were a dream as 
hed undreamed. So the pilgrims, and

About the year 1845, however, a fire 
started on the Minnesota boundary 
near Grand Portage on Lake Superior 
and swept westward to Rainy Lake, 
where this last big fire of 1910 was 
blazing the other day. Thousands of 
square miles of beautiful pine on both 
sides of the line were destroyed in this 
fire and to this day the lands have not 
yet started to reproduce it. You can 
see the great blackened pine stubs rear- 
ing like tombstone monuments amid the 
lighter growth of spruce and birch which 
has succeeded, or lying like prostrate 
giants’ on the ground amid the brush 
and the saplings. 


In 1855, the year the first American 
canal opened at the Sault, the range of 
the Huron North Shore from Nipissing 
to Sault Ste. Marie was a green, un- 
broken forest of mixed spruce and pine 
and other woods with seareely a brule 


for at least 40 miles back from the 
lake. Fires have since destroyed 50 per 
cent. of that North Shore range. In 
the year noted a fire ran from Lady 
Evelyn Lake in the Temagami District 
for 200 miles along the height of land 
to Michipicoten on Lake Superior. In- 
cidentally it licked up its way eastward 
as far as Lake Temiscaminque and fol- 
lowed, up the Montreal from Bay Lake 
to its source. The Temagami Pine Re- 


Prevince which exported the life of 
its soil in the shape of hardwood ashes 
te make soap and fertilizer for the 
Yanks, takes it very seriously now when 
a strike of the coal miners is declared 
away down in Pennsylvania, ‘‘Those 
iNimitable bush lots of hardwood are 
nearly done.’’

The best white pine that we have left 
in the province of Ontario to-day con- 
sists of the remnants of these Ottawa 
and Trent Valley fires, The Temagami 
pine is smaller, The Georgian Bay pine 
is smaller, Away out on the Minnesota 
boundary in the Rainy River district, 
the Pigeon limits and the Quetico Re- 
serve contain some good pine, but it is 
doubtful if we shall ever see such mag- 
nificent trees or such splendid white 
pine logs and square timber as was des- 
troyed in the eastern counties forty 
odd years ago. This Petewawa, Bonne- 
chere, and Trent Valley pine was the 
stuff they ‘‘made’’ the square timber 
from, hewing it with broad axes nearly 
12 inches down the bit, banding it up 
into cribs, and floating to Quebec, where 
the English and Norwegian ships used 
to crowd the timber coves, waiting to 
load up and take it across. The logs 
were hewed flatsided, so as to lie closer 
and save room in the holds of the ocean 
vessels and preclude the danger ‘of roll 
ing. ; 

This timber of the big yellow pine 
district and the lower Trent is compar- 
able only to the famous ‘‘Cork’’ pine of 
the Saginaw, in Michigan, and cannot 
be equalled anywhere in Ontario to-day, 

In 1877 much of Parry Sound and 
Muskoka was burned, Fire after fire 
of smaller areas have succeeded. In 
1891, sixty miles of timber was ‘‘com- 
busted’’ along the C.P.R. In 1896 the 
same territory caught fire again, and 
the ruin spread over the height of land 
as far as Flying Post, a Hudson Bay 
Company station away down the Met 
tagami. Mr. J. F. Whitson of the On- 
tario Department of Lands, Forests, and 
Mines was an eye witness of this fire. 
In three days the shores of Bisco and 
Ramsay Lakes were swept for thirty 
miles, the country between those lakes 
and the headwaters of the Missassaga 
burned—more than 30 miles—and for 
seventy miles to the north there was 
hardly enough green brush left to make 
a one-night balsam bed. Even the soil 
was gone, That one ‘‘ spontaneous com- 
bustion’’ destroyed a million and a 
quarter acres of living forest. 

The ‘‘$100,000,000’’ fire in Northern 
Minnesota and Rainy River was by no 
means the first one in that country, Be 
sides the holocaust of 1845, Northern 
Minnesota and the Rainy River Valley 
were burned out in 1894, when one 
hundred and forty six people lost their 
lives.

HOW SILKWORMS WORK 


S with the eulture of tea, the pro- 
duction of silk is an extremely 
simple occupation, especially in 

China, which is, after all, the chiefest 
of silk-producing countries. Briefly 
stated, the following are the steps 
through which the staple passes on its 


way to the loom. 

About the middle of the month of 
April the eggs of the silkworm are 
hatched. When hatched the resultant 
little worms are placed on bamboo 


frames, there to remain for a certain 
period, during which their diet consists 
of mulberry leaves cut into very small 
pieces. When the worms have attained 
greater size it becomes necessary, of 
course, to provide other frames for them 
—and their diet, too, is altered, in that 
they are now fed with leaves not so 
finely cut as before. This process7is 
continued until at last they are given 
whole leaves to feed upon. | 

A curious circumstance in connection 
with the feeding of the worms lies in 
their varying periods of diet. For in 
stance, just after they have been hateh 
ed, the little creatures will eat for a 
space of five days, this being followed 
by a sleep of two days, when they eat 
nothing. 

Later another change in their feeding 
habits comes. When they awake their 
appetites are not so keen, inasmuch as 
they will, generally speaking, eat for 
four days only and then sleep for one. 

Upon the attainment of their full size 
and strength the worms proceed with | 
the spinning of their cocoons, a task 
that consumes from four to seven days.
